Fine Poultry Talks 
Given On Tour Of 
Brazos Co. Farms 


At each stop on the 
poultry 
tour last week expert and protea 
•tonal 
poultrymen 
made 
talks 
which, it seems, should have been 
heard by everyone interested in 
raising chickens. Those interested 
in Rhode Island Reds were glad 
to hear Mr. Irving state that of 
the heavier breeds the Reds had 
made in the United 
States 
the 
highest record, 844 eggs. 
Dr. R. 
C. Dunn stressed the importance 
of sanitation, sunlight, comfort­ 
able housing, proper feeding, etc., 
in the raising 
of 
baby 
chicks. 
“Keep mature birds away from ba­ 
by chicks,” he said, ‘‘if you want 
to keep down coccidiosis.” Rely 
on prevention and not cures. Dr. 
C. B. Godbey, in speaking on the 
breeding for egg production, stat­ 
ed that the most progress had been 
made by selection, 
but 
not 
by 
“mass” selection. 
He pointed out 
that there are two laws governing: 
I “Like begets like;” 2 Universal 
law of variation—“nature never 
duplicates.” 
He called attention 
to the two kinds of variation,— 
heritable, and non-heritable, and 
stated that unless 
the 
high egg 
producing hen had the quality of 
transmitting her production to her 
offspring, then to select her as a 
breeder would not be wise. 
V. R. Glazener, in speaking on 
marketing said the consumer want­ 
ed fresh eggs, infertile eggs, qual­ 


ity eggs of uniform 
size, 
clean 
eggs. 
He stated that 
each 
egg 
should bear a stamp of the pro­ 
ducer, and that this should serve 
as a sort of trade mark to the pub­ 
lic. 
He called attention to the 
fact that the average per cent of 
candling was more than 40 per 
cent during the summer months, 
and that the producer and not the 
consumer lost this.
